Gianfranco Bonera, Phil Read’s MV 
teammate, broke his leg at a Modena, 
Italy meeting, missing out on the 
French round. 


The American team declined an offer of 
extra practice time at Mallory Park 
before the Anglo-American match races, 
choosing to “rest in London, instead,” 
according to the British press. Rest? 
Aldana and Romero? In London? Hoo, 
boy are those English tongue-in-cheek! 


A new track is added to the SRA 
(North) circuit as San Jose’s Santa Clara 
County. Fairgrounds opens a season of 
Thursday night speedway on a new 293 
yard cinder track April 24. 


According to AMA, Husqvarna has 
withdrawn its factory-supported effort 
to field an American Silver Vase team 
for the ISDT, citing the firm’s desire to 
channel its energies in other, unspecified 
directions. 


Unlike past years, each nation will be 
allowed only one Vase team at the Isle 
of Man running of the ISDT in October. 
Special tests the first five days will be 
motocross races, and the final test will 
be three laps of the 5.23 kilometer 
Parkfield road race circuit, a return to 
tarmac special tests after two years’ 
absence. 


Deadline for rule-change proposals to 
affect 1976 AMA professional road 
racing is April 15. Suggestions can be 
sent directly to AMA or submitted 
through a committee member. Kenny 
Roberts and Gene Romero are on the 
committee as well as dirt tracker Corky 
Keener, tuner Kel Carruthers, and H-D’s 
Dick O’Brien. 


Riders hauled off $72,400 from the 
three-race Yamaha Super Series of 
Motocross in purses, prizes, and 
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contingencies. Top individual earner was 
500cc points champion Steve Stackable 
with $7710 for the three rounds. 


Fremont Raceway, Fremont, California 
opens its season’s schedule with 
Wednesday night D-36 sportsman short 
track beginning April 16. Entries are 
open to all D-36 licensed riders ages 
seven and up, minis through 360cc. 


General Manager Jeff James wrote us,

Friday night MX, HSMX qualifiers 
Saturday nights, and practice each

On a happier note, Brad Lackey got a 
second 500 and fourth 250 for 
Husqvarna at an April 6 international 
motocross in Schwanenstadt, Austria. 
World 500cc Champion Heikki Mikkola 
dominated his class and took second 
250 (behind Gaston Rahier-Suz) as the 
major Husqvarna factory entourage 
apparently by-passed the Spanish 250 
round and will unlimber at the Swiss 
500 round next week. 


S.C.0.R.E. had 48 motorcycle entries in 
their April 4 Baja 500 drawing, 
something of a record. By past 
indications, that would point to over 70 
motorcycle entries by race time, which 
would also be a record for this event. 


HosP!ITal Stop: Ron Tobey is declared 
out of the woods and on the way to 
recovery (see Ascot story), while Tom 
Warren, involved in the same crash, is 
still listed as critical. 


The AMA Regional half-mile was called 
off at San Jose due to rain-soaked track 
after two practice crashes (one of which 
destroyed Rick Hocking’s bike and left 
Rick a bit fuzzy) made it obvious that 
the track would not dress down. 220 
riders had come in spite of the weather. 
Reschedule date is April 20, and the TT 
originally scheduled for that date will be 
postponed indefinitely.

Imola 200

IMOLA, ITALY, APR. 6 
Venezuelan teenager Johnny 
Cecotto, sensation of Daytona and 
the French GP, continued his win- 
ning ways with the overall victory 
in the “Daytona of Europe,” the Imola 
200. Yamaha mounted Cecotto took 
victories in both 100 mile legs for the 
overall win while Patrick Pons (Yam) 
put together a pair of thirds for second 
overall and American Steve Baker 
(Yam) placed fourth and second for 
third overall. 

American riders didn’t fare well as a 
group with Kenny Roberts leaving the 
race after 15 laps of the first leg with an 
injury (sustained in practice) that 
affected his clutch hand. Steve 
McLaughlin didn’t qualify after having 
transmission problems; Randy Cleek 
had engine problems while holding 10th 
place in the first leg. Both Yvon 
DuHamel and Jim Evans suffered 
seizures in the first leg with Evans also 
seizing in the second. DuHamel was 
unluckier in the second as he sustained a 
possible broken shoulder after being 
centerpunched by another competitor.

Over 550 riders braved heavy rains 
and thick mud at todays Seventh 


Annual Hangtown Motocross. 
Plymouth, a small town located 


about 30 miles east of 
Sacramento, was completely 
drenched in rain. At some points 
the cold rain turned to hail. The 


track was in relatively good shape 
considering the deluge the night before 
and during the race. 

Danny Chandler (Hon) was one rider 
who had the mud dialed in. In the first 
125 Expert moto, Chandler was 
involved in a first turn pile-up and at the 
restart was dead last. 

Each lap “Magoo” as he is called by 
his friends, picked up five or six 
positions. On the last lap he moved into 
second place and was still charging hard. 
It payed off, when the checkered came 
out — Magoo was there for the win. 

Moto two, Gary Racca (Hon) from 
Washington grabbed the lead. Following 
close behind was Al Hall also on a 
Honda. Running in the third spot was 
Chandler, who was really getting on the 
gas in pursuit of the leaders. 

Racca who lost his chain in the first 
moto and didn’t finish that race, was 
long gone in the second moto. No one 
in the 50 rider class was able to close in 
on the Honda rider and he motored 
away with the win. Overall, Racca 
picked up eighth, but the star of the day 
was Danny Chandler who put a 1-3 
score together for the first place trophy.

Several riders down from Washington 
had things pretty much their own way, 
as track conditions were said to be 
about par for the Washington area.

Brown got the jump on the field in 
moto one and was never headed 
throughout the race. Mark Franklin 
(Hus) was running second. Charley

Brown was untouchable and won the 
race with ease. Franklin finished second 
and Halcomb was third. 

Brown again got the start in moto 
two, followed by another Franklin, 
Mark’sbrother Jim. Brown stretched out 
his lead and was long gone. Franklin 
(Hus) continued in second spot until the 
finish. Charley Halcomb was holding 
down third in the glop and finished that 
moto in third place. 

Overall Dan Brown from Puyallup, 
Washington picked up the first place 
trophy, with Charley Halcomb from 
Santa Cruz taking second and Rick 
Howick on another Bultaco taking 
third. 

Dick Smith (Pen) was another rider 
who had put the mud on his side. Smith 
picked up the win in the 125 Amateur 
class. Mike Hersman (Hon) from the 
Livermore area was up battling with 
Smith but had to settle for a well earned 
second overall. Mike Marquez (Hus) 
another rider from the Santa Cruz area 
made up for his only so so finish in the 
first moto by winning the second moto

Just about the time you were 


wondering if Jim Fishback was 
racing any more, he shows up at 
the Annual Orange County M/C 


Grand Prix and puts it to everyone 
not once, but twice. He swept the 
Saturday a.m. race on his 175 
Yamaha, then turned right around 


on Sunday’s p.m. mudfest race and 
swept to a convincing win on his 400 
monoshocker. Sunday’s p.m. race was 
the biggie and it was made more 
interesting by the fact that it had rained 
all night. If that was not enough, it 
rained after the a.m. race to make sure 
things were sloppy. 

The unclassified riders had the 
privilege of trying to try the track out in 
the 9 a.m. race. The sidehacks and 
dunecycles joined in for the fun. The 
mud hole was there to keep things 
interesting, but by now it was one of 
many. The hacks were the stars in the 
race. They blew some minds by passing 
many of the bikes. The poor dune 
cycles were so low to the ground that 
they soon were covered with about two 
inches of hard caked mud. The OCMC 
took pity and routed them around the 
water/mud hole. The hacks had to run 
it, though, and some poor monkey fell 
off into the hole much to the delight of 
the large crowd. Sadists. 


The race was cut from 10 to eight 
laps due to the slop. OCMC was very 
safety-conscious due to the tragedy 
which struck Saturday’s a.m. race. 
42-year-old Marvin Le Blanc of Los 
Angeles crashed and was hit by another 
bike. It is not known at this time 
whether he died of internal injuries or 
of a heart attack but he was D.O.A. at 
the hospital. Marvin was a member of 
the Red Dots M/C. 


For Sunday’s p.m. race, the track was 
slower than Saturday but could have 
developed into a real fast tacky track if 
the rains would stay away. At the start 
it was announced the race would go the 
entire 10 laps unless it started to rain 
again. Then the riders would get the 
white flag (one lap to go) and terminate 
the race when the leader came around 
again. It was a sight pushing out bikes 
from impound to the starting grid. It 
was very exciting sitting in rows of 15 
abreast stretching for a 50 yards or so. 
When the signal came to start the 
engines it was a crescendo of noise, 
smoke, and frantic kicking. Some bikes 
refused to start after sitting out in the 
rain all night. There were numerous 
bikes being pushed to start including 
what appeared to be a genuine Triumph 
TT bike complete with disc brakes. 


Finally the ropes started to flash and 
the race was on! I was back in the 


middle of the pack and I can tell you 
the tension was unreal watching the 
starters work their way back to us. At 
last it was my row’s turn and we were 
off down the asphalt straightaway at 70 
miles per hour, into the esses (slowing 
slightly) and then into the dirt. The 
transition from pavement to dirt and 
vice versa was extremely tricky and you 
really had to watch it. 

Phe. First: bap was ve 
get-to-know-the-track ride and most 
riders cooled it. Those that didn’t, well 
they got a taste first-hand of Riverside 
mud. To get a 10 mile course the OCMC 
wound us up and around, in and out, 
around every little hill you can imagine. 
There were two official water crossings 
and a few unofficial. One was fairly easy 
to negotiate as it was concrete lined, 
just about 10 inches deep. The other 
was about 18 inches deep and mud 
lined. This one did a lot of riders in. Not 
completely waterproofing your bike was 
a big mistake. The spectators were 
treated to many different styles through 
the hole. There was the tippy toe rider

who went through in low gear very, very 
slow. Then there was the charger who 
tried to wheelie through. Not hardly. 
The hole was long enough to force the 
front wheel down and more than one 
rider then went over the handlebars. 
The spectators even cheered when a 
rider would come blasting through and 
get them wet. 

A.C. Bakken had an early lead but 
Jim Fishback caught him at the water 
hole when A.C. elected to take the right 
side. Jim used the left bank as a berm, 
damn near cleared the hole and exited 
the crossing with a slight lead. A.C. 
chased Fishback for a lap or two and 
then crashed, putting him out and Jim 
Fishback coasted to his second victory 
of the weekend. (He pulled a double 
victory last year also.) 

At about lap seven or so the track 
was drying out fairly well when the sky 
opened up again. First it rained so we 
got the white flag signaling an early end 
to the race. On our last lap it hailed. Did 
that hurt. The track really turned to 
slime now. It hailed hard enough to 
cover portions of the track like snow. It 
was both feet down trying to stay 
upright and trying to finish. There were

For the first time in 18 years the 
annual April opening professional 
half-mile race of the season at 
Ascot was rained out. 

The cast of Experts included 
National point leader, Mark 
Williams from Oregon and last 
year’s two top rookies on the 
National circuit, Rick Hocking and 
Hank Scott. Veteran riders such as Mert 
Lawwill and Tom Rockwood were also 
ready to go after injuries from the '74 
season. Oregon’s Diane Cox was also 
entered and prepared to compete in her 
first half-mile as an Expert. So was last 
year’s number one Junior, Rookie Skip 
Aksland. 

Time trials found Lawwill, using one 
of his newly designed frames for the 
first time, taking fast time honors with a 
22:62. Danny Hockie was second and 
rookie Aksland showed that he is ready, 
clocking third best time. 

Chuck Soderstrom, a second year 
Junior let his experience pay off for him 
and took top Junior time trial honors. 
But last year’s high point Novice, Dan 
McWhorter, was a close second. 

The first indications of another wild 
and wooly season came in practice when 
starter Al Mintz caught a flying rock 
square on the nose, right between the 
eyes. The rock became a missile when it 
flew off the rear wheel of one of the 
machines during practice.

The Shamrocks 
and the BLM 


One of the small but psychologi- 
cally satisfying advantages of liv- 
ing in a more or less free society 
comes from the fact that large 


government bureaucracies cannot 
harrass you with complete impuni- 
ty. Bureaucracies are made of 
people and every once in a while 
you can identify the person who is the 
cause of your miseries, force him out of 
his warm nest and prod him, still 
scratching and clutching sleepily at his 
pants, into the cold glare of public 
scrutiny. Our guest today is Mr. Richard 
Harlow, a lesser czar of the Bureau of 
Land Management. 

On March 15 and 16 the Sunland 
Shamrocks Motorcycle Club hosted one 
of the AMA’s more prestigious events, a 
qualifying round for the International 
Six Days Trial, which will be held in the 
Isle of Man later this year. The 
Shamrocks is one of Southern 
California’s oldest, most experienced 
and most respected clubs. They 
annually host three or more events and 
quite often donate the proceeds of their 
runs to charities in the Sunland, 
California area. The Shamrocks is the 
only club in recent times that has been 
able to meet the exacting requirements 
of the U.S. Forest Service and been 
granted permission to hold an enduro 
entirely within the Angeles National 
Forest. It is a solid, respectable club 
with an enviable and documented 
record. With this in mind, let’s look at 
their recent relations with the BLM and 
in particular with Mr. Harlow. 

First, like all clubs, the Shamrocks 
was required to apply for permission to 
host their event a full 80 days before 
the desired date. Despite the fact that 
the BLM was told that riders would be 
coming from as far away as Oregon and 
Massachusetts, the BLM did not issue 
the official permit until three days 
before the event. Mr. Harlow said the 
reason was that they were “short of 
typists.” This writer cannot understand 
how, in fairness, an amateur club can be 
expected to fully commit themselves, 
and document their plans three months 
in advance, when a multi-million dollar 
agency cannot manage more than three 
days advance planning. 
~The BLM has designated a portion of 
land near California City as a “Tortoise 
Preserve.” The preserve is something of 
a joke for several reasons, not the least 
of which is that if you were to plop 
your hand down on a map of the 
Mojave at random, more than likely you 
would land on a spot that has a larger 
tortoise population than the BLM’s 
tortoise preserve. Apparently no one has 
told the BLM that heavy, low-powered 





critters like tortoises prefer flat land. 
Their “‘preserve” is mostly near-vertical 
land. But whether or not there are any 
tortoises in the preserve, the Shamrocks, 
being a law-abiding group, respected the 
boundaries and ran their course around 
the outside of the preserve. 

The preserve boundaries are simply 
arbitary straight lines and right-angle 
turns, unmarked by either fence or 
natural boundary. The BLM has posted 
signs at wide intervals along the 
boundary, and that’s all the marking 
there is. On the morning of the run, the 
BLM discovered that it had made a 
“‘slight’’ error. They had granted 
permission to a group of people in 
about 10 large motorhomes to camp 
right smack in the middle of the 
Shamrocks’ course. But there was no 
problem. The BLM desert ranger on the 
site, a good-natured young woman, 
simply directed the motorhome people 
to move their vehicles onto the tortoise 
preserve, where they stayed for most of 
the day. 

The Shamrock course followed the 
boundary of the tortoise preserve 
around two right-angle turns. On the 
day of the event it became obvious that 
there had been an oversight. Competing 
motorcyclists don’t make square 
comers. As soon as they realize that the 
course is turning, they “‘cut” the corner. 
This is precisely what happened. Two 
places where the marked course went 
around the tortoise preserve, in 
right-angle turns, the riders cut the 
corners and thus trespassed on the 
preserve. 

The Shamrocks accepted 
responsibility for the trespass and on 
the Saturday following their event 10 of 
their club members, including their 
president Warren Miller, went back out 
to the tortoise preserve to repair the 
damage. In the area of the trespass there 
were neither tortoises nor burrows, so 
the “damage” was only tire tracks 
across a featureless piece of desert that 
has been ridden over for 25 years prior 
to the establishment of the “preserve.” 
But in spite of the fact that to a casual 
observer it might have seemed a bit silly 
(especially when you consider that a 
monitor from one of the desert 
protective clubs was running around 
inside the preserve in a four-wheel-drive 
while the Shamrocks were working), the 
Shamrocks spent the better part of a 
day raking over tire tracks. 

One might think that, for a 
meaningless and unintentional trespass, 
which im fact hurt no one and nothing, 
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for 10 men t6 travel 300 miles each ‘and 
work the better part of a Sunday, would 
be more than adequate compensation. 
One might have expected that the 
Shamrocks would at least have earned 
an appreciative comment for their 
cooperativeness. At least it didn’t take 
them 77 days to get out there and deal 
with the problem. So was that the end 
of it? Not by a long shot. First, there 
was the matter of a fine. The Shamrocks 
are philosophical about the fine, which 
will cause a lot less hardship on the 
members than having to put in a day’s 
work 150 miles from home. But then 
there is the matter of their bond. To put 
on their event two of their officers had 
to sign notes for $1,200 to guarantee 
their performance. They did not violate 
their bond in any way. They repaired 
the damage, are ready to repair any 
other specified damage to the BLM’s 
satisfaction, and to pay whatever 
reasonable fine is imposed. The 
signature bond is a big thing not only 
with the Shamrocks but with any 
amateur club because it is both very 
difficult and very expensive to come up 
with a cash bond. And to add to the 
BLM’s already outrageous handling of 
this event, the BLM is now threatening 
to require a cash bond for future 
Shamrock events. 

According to Shamrock president 
Warren Miller, and substantiated in an 
independent phone call to another 
member of the club, the following 
conversation occurred after the 
Shamrocks had repaired the damage to 
the tortoise preserve. BLM official Dick 
Harlow: “You (the Shamrocks) are 
charged with a trespass violation. There 
will be a fine, about $18. You may or 
may not have to post a cash security 
bond for all future events. I have 
authority to decide that, but I don’t 
know which it will be. You will have a 
violation in your record forever [shades 
of the CIA!] and that’s what I want, so 
that we know. | have received the 
publicity that I need now and will make 
examples of clubs like yours.” 

Shamrock president Warren Miller: 
“Doesn’t our past performance with the 
BLM and the Forest Service count for 
anything? s 

Harlow: “Past performance doesn’t 
matter.” 

It is no secret that this minor tyrant 
wants guns and police authority for his 
“ranger.” He apparently couldn’t care 
less about the nearly empty tortoise 
preserve, as evidenced by his Bureau’s 
action. Publicity about the “wild” 
motorcyclists is what he wants. Well, 
here it is. I hope it helps. 

Expedient justice 

At the last meeting of the District 37 
Competition Committee, three riders, 
Boyd Jantzi, Tony Martin, and Terry 
Burr protested their disqualification 
from the Last Chance Enduro for 
cheating. The facts are simple: Their 
route cards were marked by someone 
other than a club official. A “one” was 
added to a number, effectively adding 
10 minutes to the time at which they 
really came in. But there was really 
nothing to be gained by the alteration 
(they gained a few points but not 
enough to put them on the first page of 
the results, let alone in trophy range), 
and since they are experienced riders 
they would know that. Secondly, the 
new marking was very clumsy, even the 
wrong color. 

The dilemma facing the Competition 
Committee was very real. Somebody 
altered the cards, no doubt of that. But 
it made no sense for the riders to alter 
their own cards in such a clumsy fashion 
and with nothing to gain. The riders 
have no idea who altered the cards but 
offered to take a polygraph test at their 
own expense (if they were found guilty) 
to prove their innocence. The 
Committee rejected that proposal and 
finally voted to disqualify them from 
that event, but to take no further 
action. This weasel decision was not fair 
to anyone. The riders are neither cleared 
nor proven guilty and to some people, 
having one’s honor intact is even more 
important than points. When a rider is 
willing to travel 400 miles to have his 
case heard and offers to pay for a 
polygraph test (very expensive), he 
deserves a clear decision. 


Ron Schneiders 
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have been damaged by the facts, which 
they are not eager to acknowledge. 
“Effects of the race leave lovers and 
respecters of the desert. aghast.” So, 
what else is news? “The impact was 5th Annual 
heavily detrimental to vegetation in the 
parking areas.” Oh, really? Yawn. 


“Surfaces of the desert were destroyed 
and plant root development restricted.” 
Destroyed, huh? Zzz. “Small animal 
colonies were harmed. In one section 
checked by the BLM the population was 


reduced 90 percent.” Snore. Remember, 
this was the situation in January, as 
compared with last November.

“I put on a trial at Democrat Hot 
Springs and I was told that this was 
private land — even charged a park fee 
of $2. Fhe day before we were to have 
the trials the Head Ranger showed 
up... Hell, I thought my goose was 
cooked when he said it was Forestry 
land, I could just see me trying to 
explain to all those guys that the trial 
was cancelled.” 

“So I started talking (fast) to the 
ranger and took him around the loop, 
showing him our sections. He said we 
could go ahead and put on the trials and 
he would make a thorough study of the 
area a ca 

As an upshot of Ron’s fast footwork, 
the ranger, Gordon King, became quite 
enthused with study of the sport, 
noticing immediately the differences in 
environmental impact between trials 
and other types of riding. In fact, he has 
queried Ron about the possibility of a 
National-calibre event in the- area in 
order to get data on such a large-scale 
event and compare with studies on the 
lower-keyed local P.I.T.S. trials. 

More to the point, 113,000 acres of 
prime foothill and mountain riding land 
south of Greenhorn Pass have been 
conditionally opened under a 
continuing Special Use Permit for trials 
events with a minimum of expense and 
hassle for the promoting club. 

As to future impact, the ranger, 
Gordon King, is continuing to study the 
environmental impact of trials 
competition in his district for eventual 
release to U.S. Forest Service districts 
throughout the country. In a preview 
letter released to other foresters “‘to 
help ... understanding of what an 
Observed Trails (his spelling) event is 
and how it can affect the 
environment...” his early impressions 
come through. 

... The skill involves not only the 
ability to ride a motorcycle but the 
ability to maintain the balance of a 
ballerina and the concentration of a 
master chess player.” 

“I revisited the area...and I was 
only able to find a slight black tire mark 
on a rock...in one section, all the 
other sections are in good condition and 
show no signs of ever having been used 
for such an event.” 

What all this means to the average 
rider is that many previously-closed 
areas can and may be re-opened to 
low-impact usage, given the willingness 
of people like Ron who are willing to 
lay the groundwork and the lucky 
presence of a few fair-minded officials 
within the great government labyrinth. 
This one isolated incident at least shows 
what is possible. e

Track owner Ray Copeland had 
some ‘cat’ work done and the 
track was in perfect shape for the 
last point race of the motocross 


season. During intermission, there was 
an Easter egg hunt, one for riders and 
one for spectators on the hillside 
overlooking the track. The Easter 
Bunny left two eggs numbered five and 
the lucky finder received a five dollar 
bill for his or her trouble. 

There was only one 100cc machine 
today and that belonged to Kevin 
Anderson of Rogue River. And you 
know what he did? He entered himself 
in the 175 Junior class, and what a ride! 
He won the first moto hands down, 
leaving the 175 riders to wonder what in 
the heck had gone by like a bird. Over 
the first jumps in the second moto, 
Anderson’s chain came off; some frantic 
action by Dad got it back on, only to 
have it slip off again after the 
13-year-old boy had worked his way 
back to third place. The third moto saw 
him down in the first corner and 
working too hard to catch up. There is 
such a thing as “trying too hard” — 
Anderson picked himself up twice more 
and finished fourth-for the day. 

The winner of the 175 Juniors was a 








young gent mentioned before because 
of his rapid improvement, Rich La Rue 
from Crescent City. Rich had a rough 
first moto but didn’t fool around with 
anyone in number two and three. 

The action off the track between the 
175 Junior and Senior races was 
something to watch, too. During 
practice, Senior rider Bob Connors blew 
a shock and got Junior rider Dennis 
Durrant to loan him one. Only hitch — 
Durrant rode in the Junior division, 
whipped back to the starting line, there 
was some frantic tool work and one of 
Durrant’s shocks was put on Connors’ 
bike before the starting flag flew for the 
Senior class. 

There weren’t too many bigger bikes 
out, so the 250 and Open classes were 
combined with a single group of 
trophies. Open Senior Johnnie Beckett 
dominated the race, making up for his 
last Sunday which was ‘disaster day,’ 
and followed by 250 Senior Wendell 
Diltz on a borrowed 250 Montesa. Diltz 
blew his own bike during the week and 
as everyone knows, parts are hard to get 
nowadays. Kyle McCaslin, Bill Croy and 
Gary Bias had quite a hassle for third 
place. They were rim to rim from start 
to finish of all three motos. McCaslin 
and Bias sent the flagman running after 
the second moto when they both tried 
to cross the line at the same time, and in 
the same place, neither caring about the 
fact there was room enough for both! 

At day’s end, after trophy 
presentations, the season high-point 
winners were announced. They were 
Donnie Miguel—Mini class; Kevin 
Anderson—100 Kids class; Tim 
Frye—175 class; Wendell Diltz—250 
class; and Johnnie Beckett—Open class. 
The Championships will be April 20th. 

Also announced was the beginning of 
the TT races. Ray says he’ll have two 
practice days, May 3 and 4, from Noon 
until 5 p.m. The first scheduled race will 
be the following weekend, May 11th. @

Nervous Novices dominated the 250 
race as starter Jim Laughlin struggled to 
keep the second row intact. A standing 
start produced a wheel-to-wheel battle 
between Gary Gallagher (Suz) and Tom 
Cantrell. In a photo finish the scorers 
called Gallagher the winner. An instant 
replay would have helped. 

Minibike action featured the hard 
charge of little Marvin Lewis in the 80 
Novice class. Marvin — after watching 
his dad take a close second in an 
exciting 200 race — decided to settle for 
first. Getting off the line fourth, the 
little guy dived between two riders 
going into the tree and was never 
headed after that. 

Lodi Bowl will host additional 
smooth scrambles on Sunday April 13, 
and Saturday nights, April 19 and 26. @

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It’s the last foot that 
counts on the ’Horn

The Matterhorn is a hill with a 
personality all its own. Just when 
it seems likely that the hill is too 
easy, the "Horn takes over and 
tosses a curve at the riders. 

The first rider to get hit with that 
curve was young Dave Powell (Suz). 
Powell had a great run going, he 
powered over the sandstone face and 
plowed through the loose stuff at the 
top. With the front tire over the marker, 
Powell’s bike came to a halt. The wheel

spun, Powell struggled and pushed, but 
he was held fast. With the bike more 
than halfway across the finish line, 
Powell was stopped just short of an 
over. 

Doug Hall on an extremely powerful 
stock 360 Bultaco had a spectacular run 
going right from the bottom. It didn’t 
look like anything could stop him. As 
Hall crested the hill with his front tire 
the bike reared in the air, went over the 
top, but left Hall standing just behind 
the finish line still holding onto the 
handlebars. He had gone to the top, but 
he wasn’t astride the bike as the rear 
wheel crossed the line. 


When the first two rounds of 
competition were completed, a 
surprising number of riders had 


advanced to the next round. As it 
always does, the hill had also changed in 
the two hours since the start of the 
climb. Riders who had gone over from 
the bottom seemed to have little trouble 
going over from this move up point. 

The next time the starting log was 
moved it was 50 feet below the base of 
the sandstone face. In that 50 feet the 
rider had to get off the log, gain control 
and build enough speed to carry him 
over the sandstone where there is 
absolutely no traction. The smallest 
bikes in competition at this time were 
two 360s, which quickly fell out of the 
running. 

Kerry Peterson, perhaps one of the 
most consistent winners on the hillclimb 
scene in the past two years, set a new 
high with his 400 Maico of 447 feet. 

Tom La Rue, on a modified Triumph 
in the Open class, set the next high 
mark, an amazing 450 feet. No one had 
made it over the top from this point. 

Kerry Peterson was up first, riding in 
the 400 Stock class. He set a 
disappointing 443 mark, well below his 
first run. He was also the next rider on 
the hill, this time from the 400 
Modified class. He dropped back to the 
log, revved his engine, pulled away 
slowly and fought for control. The front 
wheel settled down and Peterson got his 
feet on the pegs. That was all it took. 

This put all the pressure on the 12 
riders who followed Peterson.

Vivitar Enduro Case (for your camera) 


If you’d rather look at a photo of a nice clean camera case, Ponder & Best, Inc., 
1630 Stewart Street, Santa Monica, California 90406 can probably fix you right 
up. What we’re attempting to demonstrate here, of course, is that despite the 
outer strata of goop, crud and regular ol’ red Georgia clay, the innards (our 
camera, etc.) remain dry and unblemished. If you also happen to be the type of 
fool that likes to play in the mud and take photos at the same time, you really 
ought to take a closer look at what Vivitar has made for us. 

The Vivitar Enduro Case appears to have been designed, and named, with the 
dirt rider in mind, although skiers, hikers and all will also find it a worthwhile 
investment in camera protection. 

The outer case is formed from super sturdy unbreakable plastic. The top is 
hinged to flip away from the wearer and is fastened shut with two conveniently 
designed clasps that function well even with gloved hands. The top has a lip all 
around where it seals against the case and it kept our gear dry even though it 
went underwater briefly at one particularly deep creek crossing. Don’t go 
swimming with it; but it will save your stuff in case you do a quick unintentional 
dunk. 

The case is foam lined. It’s shaped to accomodate one 35mm camera body 
with a 50 or 35mm lens attached and two accessory lenses as well. We feel that 
the padding around the case walls should be a bit thicker, although none of our 
equipment suffered any damage. Of course, we didn’t do any major get-offs with 
it either. . One good endo, we think, would give the camera gear a severe 
shaking up. It would be a sensible plan for the manufacturer to enlarge the case 
slightly to allow for some extra padding. 

One final improvement ‘suggestion would be to divide the case into three 
distinct compartments for the camera and two lenses. As it is now, when the 
camera is out of the case in use, the lenses are free to bounce around inside with 
only two loose foam pads to keep them apart. 

The nylon web straps, one belt and one shoulder, are perfect for cycling usage. 
The case can be slipped around behind the rider’s back, protected somewhat 
from mud and water spray, then easily be swung around to the side for access. 

We’ve used ours to provide on-the-spot enduro coverage, and quite frankly, 
there just isn’t a better way to keep your equipment safe. At $34.95, it’s still 
cheaper than taking your camera to the repair shop even once. Look one over at 
your local camera shop, and you'll probably join us in saying thanks to the 
people at Vivitar.
